DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35 use §112 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicants regard as the invention for the following reasons: 

1 . While the preamble of claim 1 calls for a method for making a snack chip 
having raised surface features, claim 1 fails to recite a positive manipulative step 
of forming a snack chip having raised surface features, wherein (1) large surface 
features comprise from about 12% to about 40% of the total surface features, (2) 
medium surface features comprise from about 20% to about 40% of the total 
surface features, and (3) small surface features comprise from about 25% to 
about 60% of the total surface features. Thus claim 1 is indefinite and 
incomplete. 

2. Claim 1 is also indefinite and incomplete since it fails to clearly point out 
that the snack chip is made by frying a dough piece comprising a pre-cooked 
starch-based material and a pregelatinized starch with the at least one molding 
surface. 

3. There is no antecedent basis for "the snack piece" as recited in claim 1, 
last line. Moreover, it is not clear what is intended by "the snack piece." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -8 are free of the prior art. Claims 1 -8 would be allowable if amended to 
overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 set forth in this Office action.
